Vocabulary 

In cvcry unil of thc Coursebook ihcrc is at Icasl 
one seetion devoled to vocabulary which i s relevani 
lo ihe iheme Or them es covered in ihe unil. 
Throughout the book there i s a strong emphasis 
on collocations. words which a re commonly 
used togelher The vocabulary from the unils i s 
reproduced in the Wordlist at the end of the book, 
where h i s grouped according to the unit i n which 
it appears, together wilh further relevani words and 
collocations, Vocabulary aelivilies i n ihe Workbook 
bot h revise the topic vocabulary prcsenled in the 
unils, and provide practiee of thc addiiional ilems 
from thc Wordlist.

Grammar 

Each unit o f the Coursebook contains one or more 
Language focus seetions, which generally use 
contesiualized esamples from a reading or listening 
iext lo iniroduee a particulai" grammar point- 
Whcre relevani, basic fealures are reviscd before 
ihe grammalieal area i n question is developcd 
and students are esposed to more advanccd 
structures of the type ihcy are e\pected 10 bc abtc 
to understand and use i n the CAE cxamination. 
Frequent use of the Grammar reference is made 
tor the cheeking of answers and ideas, and each 
Language focus seetion concludes with a wriiten 
and/or spoken praelice aclivity. Further praelice 
is provided in ihe Revicw secEions ai the end qf 
each unit, as well as in the relevant unit of the 
Workbook, This praetice often takes the form of 
Use of English exereises. 

Som e Language focus seetions move from a 
grammalieal lo a more 1exical focus; siudenis are 
presented vvith words, collocaiions and phrases 
which cxpress similar concepts lo lhose conveyed 
by the grammalieal struclures which have been 
taughl. This provides students with a number of 
different ahernativcs lo commumeate iheir ideas, 
cnabling them to demonslrale the range and variely 
of language reqmred at CAE level, 

Reading 

Authentic tenis from a variety of sourecs 
(maga/.ines, ncwspapers, broehures ete) are used 
to develop students' reading ski lis and prepare 
them for Paper I of the CAE examinaiion. Students 
are provided with uscful strategies to adopi when 
performing each of the differeni lasks; multiple 
malching h gapped texi and multiple ehoice. By 
using appropriate techniques for each reading texi, 
students leam to read efficiently and siand a greater 
chance of compleiing the tasks in the exa minat ion 
in the time allowed, Thioughout the Coursebook 
there are What lo expect' and 'How to go about 1 1' 
boxes, conlainmg i n formal ton and advice on how to 
approach each o F the task types, with further adviee 
on appmpriale reading strategies contained i n the 
Ready for Reading unit on pages 42 lo 47. 



Texts are usually preceded by a short speaking 
activity to introduce the lopic, and foilowcd by 
a 'Reading lo the text' seetion» which provides 
siudenis with the opporlunity to diseuss the conlcnt 
of the passage and cjtpress iheir own opinions on 
the issues mvolvcd. further reading praelice is 
provided i n each unit of the Workbuok. 

Writing 

AU of the main CAE writing lasks are covercd, both 
in the Coursebook and ihe Workbook. The vvriling 
seetions in bolh books prepare students thoroughly 
for each new task and may focus on one or more of 
the Folio wing fealures: planning answers; help w i ih 
ideas; paragraph organizaiion; useful language; 
appropriate register or ton e. Model answers appear 
throughout the course and always when students 
encounter a particular task type for the first time. 

I n additiort, the Tcaeher's Book contains aulhemic 
examples of students' answers 10 some of the 
writing t asks i n the Coursebook, parlicularly for ihe 
eariier unils. Thcse are aceompamed by eomments 
from the esaminer and a mark o f between i and 
S, where X 4 & 5 are considered to be of pass 
Standard, 5 being the maximum mark atlainable. An 
impori ani feature of the writing syllabus i n Ready 
for CAE is the Ready for Writing unil on pages 192 
to 205 of the Coursebook. This serves both as a 
referenee, with c?tamplcs of all the main writing 
types, and as a bank of writing task s for siudents to 
answer. For each writing type, there is:

Educalion - ln some countries private educalion is 
an opiion for those who can afford i t, Money enables 
schools to look like pleasant r weleoming places where 



children can fed saFc and happy. Money is cssential 
to enable schools to funetion properly, with well- 
sloeked libraries and up-to date computer Faciliues. 

Health - Public/slate monev provides t re e health 
for all in many countries, bot with an ageing 
population this is proving increasingly difficuh, 
Again money is essential for hospitals to Funetion 
properly, The nursing (and leaching) proFession is 
notoriously underpaid i n some countries, with the 
resull that it is diffieuit to attracl new recmils. In 
some eounlries the Health service is losing a lot of 
money because oF individual s sucing (if For example 
doclors make a m i s- diagnosis or an operation goes 
wrong). Another big debat e a t the momenl concerns 
certain people who cost the state a lot oF money in 
health care, {eg people with liver diseasc through 
alcohol abuse, people with lung cancer From 
smoking}. Should such people be entitled to free 
health care when they havc ignored govemmeni 
health wamings and failed t o tak e care of the i r 
bodies? 

Cullurc - In many countries , government money 
subsidizes the arts: and mu-seums, galEortcs. 
cshibitions ete could not funetion wilhout it. Is 
it righi for governments to spend money on ini s 
- bringing the arts to the people and encouraging a 
wide cultural educalion? Also is it right for the huge 
costs of maki n g blockbuster Films to be passed on 
to the cinema-goer? 

Relationships - True love should be above such 
ihings as money, bui the faet remains that having 
some money, nice clolhes, a car ete can help young 
people attracl each other and Fcel conFident i n 
ihemselves! 

Housing - High house prices mean that young 
people oflen havc to stay in the parental home 
longer than they would wish, Money enablcs them 
lo be more independen L

from the universily ueb^ile. U'lt helpyou record your 
cspcCted incoirit: and CKpenscs f n r ihe ycar and thcn 
cakulalc how much you Vt got Icft over for yoursclf 
each month. It's worth having a look. 

Eveii then, you may still find that you netd a bit of 
extra financial bclp, partitularly in the Hrst icrm. when 
your oulgoings wiLI probably be quile high. So ifyou 
haven't already opened a bank atcount, bear in mind 
i hai somc banks oflfcr h^Wr oweidiaft facilili^s ihan 
olhers. Shop around a bit - find oul how much you can 
gooverdrawn wilhout asking for permission from the 
bank and twithout paying any extra interest. 

You can, of course. supplcmcni your income by working 
pon time, bu E you have to tnokc sure you siri ke a 
batance bciween work and siudy. Some studenls here 
wnrk Over 20 huurs a wcek in pail limc jobs. but 1 
pcrsonally wouldn r l recommend auy more than two 
evcning s a week. That's for you to decide of course, bui 
I'd Lertairiiy u'ail a few day^ btfore applying for jobt r a t 
Icaut unlit you've gol your timetahic 

Now i l 's clcar [hal a major expensc each year is going to 
be books. For that reason, ii h s well wonh having a word 
wilh your coursc tutor bt-fore you rush oli t anil bu y 
cverything on your reading lisi. Hc or she can advise 
you on which books a re the most important to have. 
You might also find t hai you can buy some seeondhand 
from studum?; in higher ycarji who don't ntcd (hem any 
more. Kcep an cye on the noticeboard in your faculty 
buiLding for that. 

And wht-n you pay for things, always makc a pojntof 
asking for studcnl discounls, Don't just assume ihe 
shop assistant knows you're a studenl - not even in the 
unlversity book^hop. Get ihe most out of your student 
travel Card imd bc very caruFul how yim use yourcrcdir 
card, Every year dozens of studenls come to us at the 
Advtee Centre with huge debts they can't pay off - and 
in mosi cases, it's all d own to their credil card.

I was brought u p i n a small village, which meant I 
was quite bored for most of my childhood.

It can show you how to deal whh things that suddenly happcn, that comc out 
of ihc bluc, and ii shows people their possibilities.' Somc people may fcel uncomfortable ai the idea of clowning 
around in front of their colleagues, but Thompson gives guidancc on ihe appropriate usc of humour in the office,

"Creating wcaJlh i s really a mental process more than 
anything clse. The 3 per cenl of people who really 
make it i n [his world are not distraeted From their 
goals," Colman insists. "Entrepreneurs starting oul will 
come aeross numerous obstaeles and they can counl 
on cverything going wrong because it nearly always 
does. But i n the Ion g tenm it doesnt matter/' He says 
there i s a myth that entrepreneurs need to be drtven by 
a posilive mental attitude. "You ve got to have a good 
negalive attilude in order to overcome everything thal 
gocs against you. lf you have a negative expectancy. it's 
a very good pa rt of y° ur self-defence syslem because it 
simply means nolhing is going to hold you back " 

Colman says another key lesson for entrepreneurs is 
thal the pai h to success is never strajgh l forward . H 'If 
someone is adamani ihat the stralegy lhey' re folio wing 
is the only way of achieving their goal then they 
often don't succeed. But if you'vc got your mind on a 
particular goaL anti yciLi'cv pi epared lo be upen iind 
take alternative roules in order to gel where you want 
lo go, your chances are favourable/' He says the besi 
entrepreneurial ideas are h almosl wilhoul cxceplion, 
lhose thal break new ground, "Its t hai old rule thal 
you gel paid a fee for service bui you make a profit 
from innovalion.

77ie bee-keepers ofa vittage in the African country of Zambia are getting a fair deal for their produce, 
thanks to the help ofa world-wide orgamzation. Ben de Pear reports. 

It is very early in the morning as 
Chingangu Chimwanga emerges 
from his house with his ivoo 
wives, Calhenne and Josephine. 
Over Chingangu 's shoulder is a n 
axe and a mesh hood. Catheriue is 
carrying a large coil of ropc, while 
Josephine carries a large , lidded 
plastk bucket. Its 4.45am and 
ihe Chimwanga Family, champion 
beekeepers of Samasati village 
in North-West Zambia, are ready 
to do whal they do besi.

This is becausc their honey is now 
sold in Europe under ihe umbrella 
of a uorldwide movement L ha t 
guarantees prices for farni 
products, so t ha l suppliers like 
the Chimwangas are nol at the 
mercy o I global price fluctuadons. 
SmaJl farmers have always been 
vulnerable to such market forces. 
Commodity values can swing so 
wildly t ha L sometfmes producers 
receive less For their crops than 
it costs to produoc them. Being 
pan of a fair trade scheme means 
thal the farmers aren't e*ploited.

I n spitc of this, tife is not easy.

Throughout the mosi heated argumenl or the mosi 
lighihcaried chai, we're intently collecting dues lo 
what s on the other person 's mind. "lis a perceplual 
abilily l call mindsight/' says Daniel SiegeL psychiatrist 
al UCLA, Mind reading of ihis sort - not to be confused 
with the infallible superhero kind of lelepathy - is 
a critical human skill. Il enables us to negoliate, 
l u m pete, cooperate, and achieve emoiional eloseness 
wilh others. Mind-reading abttSty is perhaps ibe mosi 
urgen i element o f social intelligence. 

Tt's astonishing ihal we can peer into each olhers minds 
at all. but in trulh we general ly don't do i t all that well. 
Strangers (wbo are videulaped and later reporl iheir 
thoughls and teelings. as wdD as their assessments o T 
their counterparls lhoughts and feelings) read each 
ciihei with a n average aeenraey rale o f 20 percent. 
Close friends and married eouples nudge t bal up to 35 
percem. And " hardly anyone ever scores higher than 60 
percenl," reports psychologist WiEHam kkes, the falher 
o F cmpaihic accuracy, who is based at the University 
of Texas al Arlington. Ickes h eager to shool down 
one of the gldest myths aboul mind reading - that 
women have some intuitive advanlage, He explains 
why the gender stereotype persisLs. "I t may be not an 
abilily gap, bui an incentive gap." Supporl forsucb an 
inlcrprelation comes from a aludy i n which researchers 
offered eash bonuses to participants for accurately 
reading olhers" minds. The payments "wiped out any 
differcnce between men's and womens performances/ 
suggesting ihai men can read minds when they wanl lo. 



Our ability lo mind read has ancjeni roots, says Ross 
Buck, a professor of communication seiences at ihe 
University of Conneclicut. Over thousands of years 
of evolution, human systems of communication 
grew more sophisticaled h as living and working 
arrangements became more compiex. Mind reading 
beeamc a Lool with which to "create and main lain the 
social order/' as Buck puts it. It helped lo know when 
to affirm a commitmenl to a inale or defuse a dispute 
wilh a neighboui; Of cotn-se, i n order lo advance our 
own interests, we still needed lo eonceal Feelings at 
L i mes, and even lo lie. "We didn h t always wanl to show 
exaclly whal we were ihinking; because others could 
use that 10 gain the upper hand/ says Buck. Our 
merely adequaie mindsight, Ehen, can be ihought of "as 
ibe produet of a eompromise beiween L h e? nced lo show 
and the need 10 h ide our true selves." 

This deticale baiance beiween perceiving and 
eonceal i ng has served humans welL bui Si egel worries 
that mind-reading ability is now on the decEine in our 
cullure. Today s obsessed-wilh-suceess parents spend so 
much time siimulaling their children with siruciured 
aetivilies, noisy loys. and 'Baby Einstein' DVDs, they 
are not sitting stilJ and being "present" with their kids. 
As a resull, they deny children ihe opportunity I o learn 
how to get i n tune wilh anolher person, physically 
and emolionally - t hal is, to develop mindsight. A 
rcasonable degree of mindsight i s n?qujred, he says, for 
a civil society in which adults are kind to one another 

Reading body langtiage is a core componenl of mind 
reading, Researchers have sbown ihat when walehing 
a body s movements reduced to points of lighl on a 
screen a observers can s lili read sadness, anger, joy h 
fear and romantic lovc. Aftcr so many years of mind- 
reading evolution, we're primed lo read errtotion into 
movement, even when ihere's very liltle t o go on. 
Facial expressions are aiso cues. Despite the 3,000 
differenl expressions we may deploy each day, its the 
fleeting micro-expressions that betray many feelings. 
Unfortunatety, the vast majority o f us are terrible at 
deieciing i hem, Still, we tend lo focus on olhers' eyes, 
and that hetps us, The many surrounding muscles 
make i hem a richer sourcc of elues than olher pans 
of ihe face: downcasl i n sadness, staring hard with 
jealousy, or glancing ait>und with impatience. We know 
even moie aboul someones mind from ihe way the 
tomponenls of convei^ation fil together - someones 
words, gesiures, and piteb of voice may seem either 
compatible or incongruous.

You have to carry out a tremendous amoum of 
reseairh - and thai can be hard work - very time- 
consuming And when I'm abroad, U always takes 
longer Lhan ai homc hecause of lhe language and 
culiure differences. 

I wroie my Lirsi novel in 15 monlhs - i L a II came 
lumbling ouL, becauiie it took place on a n i s tand I 
k new well. The nexl one still onJy luok just under 
eighteen monibs, because I sel Lhe slory in anolher 
favourite pJacc. Afier thai I was on unfamiliar 
lerritory, but t felt free to esplore places and ideas 
that were new to me. One book, called The Power 
of Light', was set in South- East Asia, and took 
three years to write. I spent many hours reading in 
libraries, and took iwo trips out ihere as well. 

Anyway, here are my top tips for new auihors. Firsl, 
when you send in your manuscripi to publishers, 
irtdudc an inieresiing leiter with U. It should be 
serious bui nol pushy, bui wilh a different suri of 
style, which will make you stand out. Publisher* 
are always looking for writers ihat have somelhing 
out of the ordinary aboui lhe way ihey write. I f you 
gel stucK don't be shy to ask for help from experts. 
bui be professional aboui it Enclose details aboui 
yourself and whal you're doing. togeiher wilh an 
idea of what you wan,t, 

Good luckf And remember, what y ou 11 need i s 
patience and - especially ~ perseverance!

Also, their largets are nol the innocenl 
public, but oiher greedy, dishonest people. The 
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victims a re always extremely rich, and have comc 
by their wealth ihrough eaploiiaiicn or tax evasion 
or cheating of some sort. Does that make the fraud 
acceptablc? Of course it doesnt, bui i l makas a good 
siory. 

Presenter: I havc la admit. I adore the series. And 
what I tave is ihe way the dcccptcons are set up. 
Tbere's a lot of Technology involved - and a huge 
amouni of hard Work, and phnning, 
Carrie: Yes, first of all ihe gang has to find their 
target and persuade him or her thal thcrc's a bt 
of money to be made by investing i n some project. 
When the target is hookcd, ihe gang creales a 
complelely false environment lo play out ihe fraud 
- a virtual reality wilh Ho]lvwoodtype sels. Aclors 
are employed and briefed, and each person Lraincd 
i n detail.

Presenter: And before he Juiows it f ihe Hollywood 
sets and his invesimenl havc vanished into thin ain 
Theres a loi of psychology involved, isn't there? 
Carrie: Yes. especiaUy the psychology or greed- This 
i s the depart ment of ihe gang boss, Camilla. She 
does research on ihe larget, finds out his weaknesses, 
and plans round those, Perhaps hes desperate lo 
join a paniculatly eselusive golf elub with a long 
waiting lisL Camilla persuades him she knows the 
people vvho have influence in the elub, and creales a 
seenarki vvhere he can meet e hem, H e so badlv wants 
this to be ime, that he aJlows himself to be taken i n, 
And he's nicely softened up for the real business of 
laking his money off him. 

Presenter: The gang plays on his vanity and his need 
to be accepted i n ihe- s mari worid. Ils eruel, naally, 
Carrie: Yes, however much we enjoy their ski II 
and inventiveness, and Jaugh at iheVictim for bis 
siupidily. when II toraes down to i l, it's an ugly 
business, The peopie the gang steals from are naslv 
pieces of work, bui thcy're ouite pathetic i n a way 
and they dani only Jost; their money, ihey lose their 
dignity. Another irony is that the gang neverseems 
to make a profil, and they don t havc a particularly 
luAurious lifestyle. Their es penses are huge - hiring 
office suites, golf courses, technteal equipment and 
so on costs a Fortune. They have to puli off one erime 
i n order lo fund ihe ncxt one. Perhaps they do it for 
Ihe cjtcitemcnt and ihe fun raiher than the money. 
Presenter: And the u E her ihing thal's so c lever about 
the sertes is ihat you manage to fool the audfcncc as 
wol E, 

Carrie: TekvisEon audiences arc very sophislicaled. 
We wouldn t keep them for long i f they found 
the storyline prcdiciabte, so we iry to keep them 
guessing, We don't show them all the preparat ions 
that the gang make, but tease them with gHmpses of 
someone setiing up a complicated Communications 
svsiem, renting a glamorous venue, or rehearsing 
a group of aetors. Then finally, like the vietim, the 
audience is ushered into this incrcdible seene witert 
ihe ciime is to take place, and all sorts of litile iricks 
are plyyed, and nobody knows whether everything's 
going lo work oui or not, right up to the lasi minule.

Il was a massive undertaking. When the pianis began 
lo arrive like moving forests, we wondered if we 
could make such an ambttioiis dream into realily. 
We had to creaie a protective cnvironmeni for an 
enormous quamity of plants over a huge arca, and 
as you U sec\ we found an unconventional soluiion, 
Each huilding i s covered wilh a domt: made up of 
pillpwfr, which are manufaetured from a see-thmugh 
material and fixcd onto a net work of hexagonal steel 
frames. 

There are two domes, and there's an cdueational 
aiea,. The tropical plants are in the bigger dome, 
and 1 advise you lo stan your visil there. Vou elimb

Tim, 
Bannisier was 25 when he made his attempt on the 
4-minute mile, which is nol young for an amateur 
aihlctc. 

Tim Campbell: Thaia right. but he expeeted the 
summer of 1954 to be his lasi competitive seasan, 
so he probably wasn'l going to gel another chance 
to go for the record, AIso, it was going lo bc a big 
year for athteties wilh two major inlernalionai 
events, and this was a perfect environment for 
ereating new records. Everyone wanted the 4- 
rninutf barrier to be smasbed, and Bannister felt he 
was ihe onc to do it. 

Presenter: But he k new hc couldn't do it alone 
- he'd need a lot of help. How did he p re pare for 
the altempt? 

Tim Campbell: U p u 1 1 hal pol n E he'd done all his 
training alone. and raced alone, t mean, normal ly 
in a big competition a runner would race as part of 
a leam. But Bannister prefeired to do ever>thing 
on his own, The n, in the winter of 1953, that all 
changcd - perhaps he r d mellowed a bil. Anyway, 
he speni every Itmchtime iraining wilh a group ol 
runners un a traek ncar his work h and two other 
athlctes, who were going to support him in his 
attempt on ihe record, joincd him at weokends for 
longer iraining sessdons. J n Decemher 1953 the 
three runners developed a new intensive course and 
over ihe nest ihrec months managed I o increase 



Iheir specd. By April, a month before the Parsi 
race, ihey were making good progress, bui still not 
ivachin 14 i he i r La i tic [ i h t\\ evt r hard E I k y iri cd i h c\ 
jusi weren't quitc Tast enough. They were stuek, and 
the training wasn l helping any more. 
Presenter: So what did they do? Did ihey give 
ihemselves a holiday? 

Tim Campbell: Ycs r bui ihey did something ralhcr 
slupid, on the face of it. Bannister and one of the 
other runners went to Scotland for a fcw days' 
clinibiug, This probably did ih cm more bar m ihan 
good physically betause they did hard chmbs, using 
the wrong muscles. Then t here wea an accidetii, one 
of them fell and though neither of the m was hurt, 
they suddenly realized what risks they \vere laking, 
and though t they d better go back. They hadnl slept 
much, and they 'd had prelty imegular mcals, bui the 
iima/ing [htng is, when they started iraining again, 
thetr t i mes were really good, beiter ihan they tould 
have hoped. 1 suppose all they needed was a change 
and a bit of eseitement. 

Presenter; After that. did they dectde when to try for 
the 4-minute mile? 

Tum Campbell: Yes, there was a major cvent Caking 
place in Oxford J on the evening of 6 May. It was a 
race betwcen two top amateur aihietics teams, and 
lho firse opportunlty of ihe year to go for ihe record. 
In April Bannister decided ihai ihat was when he'd 
rapfce the atlempt. Poor Bannisler, he got into an 
awful state, fve read his memoirs and he says that 
eveiy night i n the weefc before the rece , when he was 
trying lo get to sleep, he saw himself at the start ing 
line. and his whole body would start trembling. 
Then he'd slart going over ihe race in his head. 1 can 
imaginc what i t rausi havc been like. 
Prcsenten Bu L there were other problems, weren't 
there? 

Tim Campbell: Oh yes. The race was an outdoor 

event, and the wcalhcr was terrible - strong winds, 
rain. Bannister knew i hai i f the wind did n't drop, 
the chances of success were praclieally nil. He says 
m his memoirs that he iravelled to Oxford early on 
the day of the race, and when hc went to look a t ihe 
traek. Lhe wind was almost gate foree, had enough 
to siow him by a second a lap. 1 1 musi have seemed 
absolulely hopeless, but he didn't give up. When his 
two fctlow runners arrived in the aftemoon. the wind 
< I i ciri 'l seem qutte so bad r but then there was a shower 
of rain, Can you imagine how nerve'wracking all that 
must have been? 

Presenter: The race musl have been nail -biting, and 
I suppose Bannister couldn't make lhe final decision 
whether to go for the record or not unlil the last 
minute. 

Tim Campbell: It's my opinion that Bannister had 
made his mind up monihs before. He just didn't 
know how much he was going to have to do. It was 
ceriai n there'd be a big crowd of spectators, whatcver 
lhe wealher, and that was impoitant lo him. He was 
prepared for fail u re, and he believed thal failure was 
as exciting to wateh as success, so long as the effort 
was absolutely genuine But I cannol imagine the 
sort of meniai agony an a ih lele like Bannister must 
go through before he makes an effort of ihat sorl of 
magnitudo. Miraculouslv, the wind died down just 
before the race began' Bannister gave ihe signal for 
his final decision. and the resi is history. The plan 
that lhe three runners had made for the race went 
like a drcam, and Bannister crossed the fi nisbi ng tape 
i n three minutes 59 seconds.
